Happy New Year 
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Usually I write this column with the 
dancers in mind. This month I'm 
directing my comments mostly 10 the 
callers although 1 suspect that many 
dancers will find it interesting as well. 
The subject is the non-dancer square 
dance party. 

We, in modern square dancing tend 
to think that our activity is one that is 
available only after someone has 
completed a set of lessons to learn at 
least the Mainstream vocabulary of 
calls. Several callers know that we can 
provide a wonderfully entertaining 
evening of modern square dancing 
without all those lessons. In fact, we 
can let people enjoy our game with only 
three or four calls - and we can keep it 
interesting for a couple of hours with 
just those few calls. 

Certainly, if you know seventy calls 
itis easy fora caller to use all of them in 
an evening and keep the dancing 
interesting. However, folks who don't 
know all those calls find it interesting 
to use the few calls that a caller teaches 
them in many different ways. 

As an example, consider the call 
Dos A Dos. We all know a Dos A Dos 
with partner and Dos A Dos with the 
corner. But ГЇЇ bet that you haven't 
done a Dos A Dos with the opposite 
since vou got out of class. And we can 
have the head men (or women) Dos A 
Dos with each other and the head or 
side couples do it with each other as 
couples. With a little practice a caller 
can use any of the signing calls that vou 
love with no more than the calls Circle 
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Left and Right and a Dos A Dos. If we 
add a Promenade we can fill the first 
couple of tips in an evening with plenty 
of variety for folks who have just 
learned these three ealls. 

To open a whole new range of 
choreography just teach one more call, a 
Star. Think about it, not as a club caller 
but asa caller for non-dancers. Look for 
how much variety we can provide 
without adding new calls. We can do the 
obvious Men or Women Star either left or 
right. But think about a two-hand star 
with vour partner. Or do a two hand left 
hand star with the corner and you don't 
have to teach Left Allemande. Two men 
(or women) can star in the center and so 
ean two couples. 

A caller can teach Grand Right and 
Left fairly easily but s/he doesn't have 
to. Just tell the folks to faee their 
partner, shake right hands and "go five 
hands." Most will do it right the first 
time and a little more explanation will 
pick up the ones that missed it. 

Many callers are afraid of one-night 
parties. They don’t need to be. We all 
have most of the skills the job requires. 
Unfortunately, many callers treat 
these parties like the first night of a 
class. They teach a whole buneh of 
calls and they can make it all seem 
pretty complicated to new dancers. | 
think that the non-dancer party will be 
an important recruiting tool for 
modern square dancing. I'd like to 
encourage us (callers) all to make sure 
that we don't scare folks away by 
making these parties too complicated.

NOTES 


The year 2002 is here! We have great 
positive expectations for square danc- 
ing and the world in 2002. The cailer 
organizations are working together to 
improve eur products. Marketing is 
getting to be a way of life with most 
clubs. We are getting reports of inany 
young people and families, especially 
home school families, getting involved 
in square dancing. Recently we went to 
our area's Fall Jamboree where we 
witnessed 8 squares of happy dancers. 
The surprising fact is that we did not 
know half the dancers. These strangers, 
soon to be friends, were new dancers 
from several clubs in the area. This is 
most encouraging, 

Onthe negativeside, we are hearing 
more and more callers calling all 
position patter that they received from 
various caller note services. This could 
be very harmful because we have 
thousands of dancers, especially new 
dancers out there, that learned square 
dancing from only the standard 
positions. | believe there is a goal to 
have fewer calls but call these fewer 
calls from all positions. In the long run, 
this will probably work out well but it 
has to be a gradual process, starting 
wilh new dancer dance programs, 
where the new dancers learn the calls 
from all positions. 

We went to a dance recently with a 
relatively new caller was the featured 
caller of the evening. He did call some 
patter received from а caller note

service that had a lot of all position 
maneuvers. Needless to say, he killed 
most of the floor. He quickly adjusted to 
the skills of the dancers present and 
the evening was a very successful 
danee. Another caller attended as a 
dancer and called one tip. Не, too, 
called some patter that had all position 
movements that he received from a 
caller note service. He, too, killed the 
floor. Many new dancers were in 
attendance and they simply didn’t 
know what to do when the ladies were 
in the men's position and the same for 
the men in the women's positions. We 
strongly recommend that editors of 
caller note services caution their 
readers about the published patter 
that contains all position movements. 
We talked to the caller after the tip and 
told him what was happening. Mv 
partner (who is one of the more 
aggressive lady dancers in our club) 
likes to “lead.” The net result was that 
we couldn't recover when I tried to get 
her to go “my way" which happened to 
be the correct way. We would like to 
suggest that callers have all position 
dancing (APD) workshops in their 
areas to get existing dancers more 
prepared for APD calling. Aetually we 
prefer callers to have APD workshops 
instead of Plus workshops where the 
dancers learn more movements from 
the standard position. We would like to 
hear vour stories about APD in your 
ureas.

We mailed many bookmarker 
samples around the world. We hope 
this inexpensive marketing tool will 
create more positive awareness of 
square dancing. Placemats are an- 
other inexpensive marketing tool. 

The 51* NSDC has reported good 
registration numbers for the world's 
greatest square event in St. Paul. 
Minnesota in June. Неге, in Wisconsin, we 
are trying vigorously to get 1000 
Wisconsin square dancers to attend the 
St. Paul convention. I would like to 
challenge the other Midwest states (Iowa, 
Illinois and Michigan) to try to top the 
Wisconsin attendanee at the National. 
Few National Square Dance Conven- 
tions have been held in the Northern 
Midwest. It is here this year and we have 
an obligation to promote the National 
and encourage as many Midwest 
dancers to attend the convention. 

We receive many square dance 
publications from around the world on 
an exchange basis with our two 
primary publications, Here ‘Tis, 
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Wisconsin's official square and round 
dance publication, and Club Leader- 
ship Journal. The quality of these 
publications that we receive have 
definitely improved in recent years. 
Many are first class magazines. This is 
probably the result of the excellent 
software that is now available for 
publishing. We wish to congratulate all 
of the square dance magazine publish- 
ers for the excellent job they do to 
promote square and round dancing. 
They are our heroes! 

Many clubs are starting a new 
dancer program this month. It is no 
longer the norm to have new square 
dancer dance programs only in Sep- 
tember. January is an excellent month 
to start a new group of dancers 
because there is less competition 
during the winter months. Football is 
done except for the Super Bowl. The 
holidays are over with for another 
year, If your club does not have à new 
dancer program startingthis month, it 
is not too late for your club to start 
one.

Many of you will bed down in dormitories, 
which brings to mind the many times that we cut corners by sleeping in 
bunkhouses across this mighty country. Following is a square dance routine that 
incorporates some of the movements of the Virginia Reel. This one will heat up the 
hall. It is called the - - - 


BUNKHOUSE REEL 


Formation: Square 
Musie: Hoedown 
Routine: 
First couple bow, first couple swing 
Twice around, now hear me sing 
Stand back to back, then separate 
Go round the outside of that ring 
Split this couple, line up four 
Forward four and there stand pat 
Sides right and left thru along the line 
Turn your girl, you're doing fine 
Right and left back, same track 
Now four fall back, don't get sore 
Bend that line, two lines of four 
Four go forward.......... 
Fours fall back and do the reel 
First old couple with the right around 
Once around, back to the sides 
Left hand turn, now back you go 
Right hand round in the center again 
Once and a half with the right hand around 
Out to the sides with the left around 
Back to the center with a right hand now 
Once and a half, go to the sides 
Everybody, left allemande

Happy New Year! 

Wow, another vear...how come as a 
child the time seemed to erawl...just 
crawl by. Now, blink an eye and a whole 
month is gone. Wasn't it just last week 
that we were all watching for a cool spell 
for some relief from the sweltering heat 
of July. What'd | tell vou...time it's a 
flying and COLD weather is here... 
someone take it away...please! It seems 
as the years pass 1 get colder easier.... 
does that make sense? Maybe it's just 
getting colder here. Forget that theory 
about global warming...when the 
temperature hits 45 or below, I get a chill. 
Well, all this is leading up to a neat idea, 
not mine, but it's 50000000 simple. 

A WRAP. No, not a food svrap, but 
a warm, cozy wrap that can be worn 
over just about anything...even 
Square Dance Outfits... promise. 
The pattern can be adjusted in length 
that will come to the waist or it can 
even be done as an elegant long, to the 
ankles “evening out" wrap. The one 
that | copied these instructions from 
was worn over a suede skirt and turtle 
neck sweater. Smart look. I've even 
seen these in catalogs thrown over a 
cont...for extra warmth. 

This can be made of fabries such as 
double knit, washable lightweight wool, 
and even the now popular fleece. li's 
your choice. 

You will need 2 yards of 54" or 
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wider fabric. 
Matching or 
decorative thread for top stitching. 
Told you it was simple... 
Fold and cut out as shown. You will 
have a rectangle rounded on the ends. 


Cut along fold 
to center dot 


Place on fold 





This is where you can lengthen or 
shorten the wrap. The regular length 
is about 33" from shoulder to hem. 
The regular finished width is 55" and 
can be widened or narrowed as 
needed. Before you finish the edges, 
make sure you try on the wrap and 
make any adjustments before finish- 
ing the raw edges. 





Finish 

the cut 

Turn up edges by 

5/8" hem, either 

topstitch serging or 

from the cut with 

right side pinking 
shears.

Top stitch 1/2" from the hem fold. 

This is a great time to use a double 
needle for topstitching. Hey, for your 
top stitch you could even 
use one of the 
decorative stitches on 
vour machine to make 
this a neat hem 
treatment. 

Turn up a hem 5/8" 
alongthe neckline opening 
edge, Be sure to taper and 
narrow to 1/4" at the center point. 

From the right side of the fabric 





topstiteh 1/2" from the hem fold, 
tapering to 1/4" at the center point. 

Voila...the wrap is done. 

One hint...this wrap looks great 
in solid colors. If you want to use 
a fabric with a pattern...please 
make sure that it is a muted soft 
look. You want it to be a drapable 
ravel resistant fabric. You don't 
want this to have a crisp or hard 
look or feel to it.

We are asking all of our friends to 
refrain from sending jokes and 
similarly related materials. We do not 
have time to read them and it just bogs 
down the system. Quite often files are 
included with the jokes so that really 
bogs things down. 

Speaking of files, we recommend all 
on line users purchase Norton Anti-

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Many callers work hard to assure 
that nearly all the dancers on the floor 
are able to dance successfully every- 
thing he or she ealls. It does happen, 
however, that squares break down. We 
are often asked what dancers should do 
whentheir square breaks down. Should 
they start a discussion immediately to 
see what went wrong or which dancer 
caused the breakdown? Or should they, 
perhaps, save that discussion for later - 
or maybe even never. Should they go 
back to their starting place in the 
square, try to get their original partner 
back and/or form lines? 

Many times І have watched squares 
miss out on a couple of minutes or 
more of a six minute tip while they 
tried to make these decisions. It may 
surprise some of you to know that 
CALLERLAB has actually recom- 
mended the right way to proceed in 
such a situation. Way back in 1986 we 
introduced a method that we named 
the "Lost Squares" procedure. 

This procedure came in two parts, 
one for the dancer and one for the 
caller. The dancers' part says: 

1. Return to home position 

2. Head ladies take their corner's 
hand and head couples back out to 
make lines at the side of the 
square. 

3. When caller says "Everybody go 
forward and back." they can get 
going again, 

The caller's responsibility starts with: 

1. Recognize that sets are broken 


fs 


down and lines have formed. 
2. Place the squares in correct 
sequence, norma! couple lines. 


3. Give the call "Everybody go 
forward and back." 

While it's nice to have a procedure 
to follow it doesn't work unless 
everyone knows it exists and follows 
it. It’s been a while since CALLERLAB 
has issued a press release describing 
the process. Probably many callers 
and dancers alike have forgotten it. 
You can help by bringing this article 
to the attention or your dancers, if 
you are a caller or your caller if you 
are a dancer. 

Another procedure that’s worth 
reminding folks of is how to call for 
emergency medical aid. This is the 
recommended method when a dancer 
goes down in a square and needs 
medical attention. 

1. One dancer in the square 
should attend to the fallen dancer. 

2. The other couples in the 
square step backward and join hands 
to give space to the injured person. 

3. The joined hands should be 
raised high into an arched circle. 

4, This is a signal to the caller or 
other hall monitor to place a call for 
emergency aid. 

Not every situation is clear cut but 
this procedure does two very important 
things. It gives space to the injured 
person and the one(s) helping them. It 
also gets the “help needed” message to 
those who can respond promptly.

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SHOULD THE A-1 
LABEL BE DROPPED? 


by Ed Foote,

There is discussion within 
CALLERLAB to drop the A-1 label and 
have Advanced be one program with all 
the calls included. This is a bad idea. 

A-1 should remain a separate 
program from A-2 because of: (1) 
length of teaching program, (2) amount 
of material available for A-1 dances 
and (3) existing A-1 dancers will be 
hurt if A-1 is dropped. 

Length of Teaching Program. Teach- 
ing A-1 is not just about learning about 
35 additional calls. There are two other 
things to learn. 

(1) Dancers must understand that 
calls can be done [rom various 
positions, and that sex identification is 
not a part of most definitions. This is a 
major mind shift for most dancers, 
because they were not taught to think 
like this at Mainstream and Plus, and 
the calling they heard did not require 
them to consider calls from various 
formations and arrangements. 

(2) Dancers learning A-1 must be re- 
taught the true definition of 30 or more 
Mainstream and Plus calls they thought 
they already knew. They must also be

given practice time to do these calls 
from formations and arrangements- 
they have not experienced before. 

So dancers really need to be taught 
over 65 calls in A-1 class. This is one 
full teaching season. To add another 
35 calls from А-2 to this teaching 
program means that everything will 
be compromised all down the line, and 
dancers will be graduated without 
adequate preparation. 

Amount of material Available fo 
A-1 Dance, Some callers say there is 
not much "meat" on the A-1 list, so they 
do not have much to call. These callers 
are probably not doing much prepara- 
tion and are likely ignoring most of the 
Mainstream and Plus calls which ean 
be done from various setups. In 
addition, they are probably only using 
the A-1 calls from one or two positions. 

When you take 35 А-1 calls from 
various formations and arrangements, 
and add to that all the Mainstream and 
Plus calls which can be done from 
various formations and arrangements, 
there is a wealth of material available 
to call at A-1.

If A-1 is dropped, it will force all A-1 
dancers to learn A-2 or drop out of 
Advanced. Is this fair? 

Those who favor dropping A-1 say 
there are more A-2 clubs than A-1. Fine. 
But is this any reason to drop A-1? 

In fact, the only reason anyone can 
seem to give for why A-1 should be 
dropped is that there are "no A-1-clubs 
in my area.” But what about other 
parts of the country and the world? 

Will A-2 clubs and dancers be 
hurt if A-1 remains? No. Will A-1 
elubs and dancers be hurt if A-1 is 
dropped? Absolutely!

If 
А-1 is dropped, it will severely impact 
those who are only dancing A-1, and 
will result in: (1) hurt feelings, (2) 
people being upset with CALLERLAB, 
(3) daneers leaving Advanced and (4) 
some dancers quitting square dancing 
because they do not want to go back to 
Plus and do not want to learn 35 more 
calis to be able to do A-2. 

Is all this good for our activity at 
this time of shrinking numbers? Of 
course not. 

It is obvious that we should leave А-1 
alone and let things remain as they are.

We commend CALLERLAB for 
dropping three moves from the Main- 
stream Program, namely Fan the Top, 
Spin Chain Through and 8 Chain 
Through in 2001, They will not be 
missed by this dancer and especially by 
the new dancers. It is CALLERLAB's 
intent to reduce the Mainstream 
Program and increase the Plus Pro- 
gram to a point where both programs 
will have about the same number of 
moves. Their decision will gradually 
improye our new dancer retention rate. 
The old Mainstream Program just took 
too much time to learn, leaving the new 
dancers frustrated when they entered 
the real square dance world, 

We have read several articles 
objecting to the dropping of the above 
moves and encouraging others to write 
to CALLERLAB expressing their dis- 
pleasure in their decision to drop Fan 
the Top, Spin Chain Through and 8 
Chain Through. We suggest the 
opposite - we suggest you write to 
CALLERLAB commending them for 
their efforts to improve the Main- 
stream Program on a gradual basis for 
the long term benefits of a shorter 
Mainsream Program. We honestly 
believe that "the silent majority" 
agrees with CALLERLAB's decisions. 
Maybe it is time for "this silent 
majority" to be heard? 

Those who do not want change need

to take a closer look at our dwindling 
numbers and our very poor new dancer 
retention rate. If you are still in favor of 
no changes, we think you owe it to the 
square dance activity to suggest 
alternative positive action to get our 
numbers growing again by retaining 
more new dancers, Complaining with- 
out offering alternative suggestions 
just doesn't cut it in my opinion. 

Keep up the good work, 
CALLERLAB! Can we get a report on 
the progress that you and American 
Callers Association are making re- 
garding more product improvements?

However, new dancer retention ef- 
forts do not end with graduation. 
Actually that is when your new dancer 
retention efforts should be increased 
to help your new dancers make the 
transition from new dancer dances to 
regular club dances. Some clubs have 
club members adopt a new dancer for 
а one year period by taking them to 
other dances, calling the new dancers 
{о remind them of the upcoming club 
dance, ete. In brief, give them a lot of 
TENDER LOVING CARE (TLC) for at 
least a year.

square dance publications that we 
receive regularly, we noticed that more 
and more clubs are closing their doors 
with one last “GRAND” dance. Also 
many clubs are down to one or two 
squares per dance. What should we do? 
Your best answer would be to have a 
complete change of leadership in your 
club. If necessary, do away with your 
club bylaws, giving your “revival task 
force” a free hand to see and do what 
needs to be done to revive the club. 

We know of one club that was down 
to three dancers. But they would not 
give up - they would not fold. Now this 
club is one of the strongest clubs in the 
area. What happened? An experienced 
caller moved to the city where this club 
is located. Her enthusiasm was conta- 
gious! She was determined to have a 
successful club in this city of about 
10,000 people. She did it and continues 
to do it. The club now has over 30 
members AND has a new dancer 
program at least once a year! 

Your club can do the same. There is 
no such thing as "CAN'T!"

Hey, 

By the time you read this it will be 
way past Christmas...but as I sit 
here...way behind in my shopping...it 
is just 12 days till. Believe it or not I'm 
still sewing and buying gifts that 
should have been taken care of at least 
two weeks ago. One item that І am 
making several of is.... another so 
simple little thing that I 
wonder why my family 
members want one. It is 
а cover up made from an 
oversize towel. This 
can be used in the 
summer as a swim suit 
cover up if made from a 
beachy towel, but | am 
concentrating on the 
after bath ones now. 

I use a towel that is 
at least 30x52 (larger in 
width is better if you can 
find it) 1 also buy one 
matching wash cloth for 
a pocket. You can never 
have enough pockets on any garment! 

This is very easy to construct: 

Measure a piece of elastic that is à 
comfortable fit (minus 2 inches) 
around the bust of the person you are 
sewing for. If you are unsure of the 
measurement... just use your 
judgment. Sew this length of elastic 
along one of the long edges, stretching

or easing as 
you sew, Use 
at least 5/8" wide elastic...don't want it 
skimpy. Sew both edges of the elastic 
to the towel, or use a wide zigzag stitch. 
Either works. You can butt the elastic 
right up to the edge or sew it about 1/2" 
from the edge to give it a little ruffle 
effect. 

Using the Smartest 
Man I Know’s favorite 
invention makes the 
closing easy....Velcro!® 

Sew a length of Velcro 
to both sides, sewing right 
onto the elastic. I use a4- 
inch piece; anything less 
just doesn't seem to keep 
the weight of the towel 
together and this also 
helps with the overlapping 
of the towel. 

For the pocket | cut 
the washcloth into two 
pieces. Depending on the 
pattern in the towel fabric,

l either cut it in half crosswise or from 


corner to corner. Be sure to sew the 
raw edges so they don't ravel. You ean 
serge the edge or use a basic zigzag 
stiteh to go over the edge several times. 
Place the pocket anywhere you please, 
just be sure it is on the top that wraps 
over and not the under side. The other 
half of the pocket can be used to wrap

As a result of the 2001 biennial 
review, the calls Triple Scoot and 
Grand Follow Your Neighbor 
are added to the Advanced Program.

In New England we are fortunate 
that most of the most experienced 
callers, the ones dancers most enjoy 
dancing to, do sign up to call at the 
convention. For many of us it is a way to 
Say thank you to the dancers who come 
throughout the year to our dances. | 
expect you must know, by now, that no 
one gets paid to call or cue at the New 
England Convention. That's pretty 
unusual In many places the "local" 
callers take second billing to the hired 
staff at a festival or convention. We use 
only local callers and everyone is 
programmed as fairly as possible. We 
are fortunate indeed that many of our 
local callers are both very skilled and 
well liked by the dancers. 

The convention is a great place to 
experience the best of New England 
square dancing. It will be in the heart 
of our area this year across the street 
from one of our most interesting 
historic sites, Sturbridge Village. We 
sure would like to see you there.

Routine: 


IG Walk 4 steps forward, gents begin with left foot, ladies begin with right 
foot. Turn to face partner, but continue on around so that both dancers 
are now facing RLOD. (Reverse line of danee). Continue moving in the 
same direction, but walking 4 steps backward. Then proceed to do as 
you did in the reverse direction, namely walk RLOD 4 steps forward, 
turn and back up 4 steps. (You are now back where vou started) 


8 Balance together and apart, then roll the lady across in front of the gent 
as he moves to his right so that the lady is now on the gents left side. 


Join other inside hands 


9) Balance together and apart, then lady twirls to the right under man's 
raised left arm and proceeds to the outside of the gentleman following to 
join hands with him to begin the dance again.

5 eggs 
4 tsp. sugar 
1 tsp. vanilla 
3 Cups milk 
3/4 tsp. salt 
2 Tbsp. butter or margarine 

Grease a large baking dish or pan. 
Cut bread into 1 inch cubes and place 
in pan. Beat together the eggs, sugar, 
vanilla, milk and salt. Pour over the 
bread cubes. Dot with butter, cover 
and refrigerate overnight. Bake at 350 
degrees for 45 minutes to 1 hour, A 
good dish for Sunday brunch. 


Stuffed Peppers 

4-6 green peppers 
1 % Ibs. ground sirloin 
I large jar Ragu® spaghetti sauce 
3/4 Cup cooked rice 
1 small onion chopped 
salt & pepper to taste 

Wash and clean out peppers. Cut off 
tops and set aside. Mix cooked rice and 
ground sirloin (raw.) Add chopped 
onion, salt and pepper and mix well. 
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Stuff mixture in peppers and stand 
them up in a pan. Cover with spaghetti 
sauce. Replace tops of the peppers for 
added flavor. Simmer covered for 1 - 1 1/2 
hours on top ofthe stove. Meat will be done 
and peppers will be soft. Or cook in slow 
cooker for approximately 3 hours.

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Events, Special Projects, Teens Рго- 
gram, and Transportation.

New dancer dance programs are in 
full swing throughout the square dance 
world. Some areas have special "Half 
Way" dances that are designed specifi- 
cally for the new dancers, It gives them 
the opportunity to dance with other 
new dancers as well as experienced 
dancers and especially the opportu- 
nity to dance to other callers. If your 
area does not have a special "Half 
Way" dance you may want to consider 
having one soon. It is definitely an idea 
that works! Also having an area wide 
new dancer dance shortly after 
graduation is a good idea. Anything 
that gets the new dancers out dancing 
with other dancers and other callers 
pays big dividends when it comes to 
retaining these new dancers. 

Many clubs and areas have used the 
usual ways to raise money for special 
projects  - 50-50 raffles, silent 
auctions, live auctions, garage sales, 
bake sales, ete. As we review the 
exchange copies of square dance 
publications, we look for new fund 
raising ideas. We found one recently - 
The City Slickers Youth Square 
Dancers in Kamloops, British Colum- 
bia, sell excellent wholesale frozen 
meat and bakery products. They also 
hold basket raffles at Wal-Mart and 
sell Festival 2002 badges. Further- 
more they hold a Benefit Dance that 
has a silent auction. Last year they 
auctioned off over $2000 worth of new 
merchandise donated by local mer-

chants in Kamloops. The City Slickers 
use the money to send their dancers to 
the annual Pacific Northwest Teen 
Square Dance Festival. Now there is 
an idea that works - having area wide 
teen square dance festivals! 

When marketing surveys are done, 
you will always learn something new. 
The Kamloops Square Tenderfoots did 
a survey recently to learn how their 
new dancers heard about square 
dancing. Most learned about square 
dancing from newspaper advertising, 
then friends and relatives. Seeing 
square dance demos was also men- 
tioned. Quoting June Towhey from 
the Tenderfoots, “Goes to prove 
that the seed has to be planted and 
nourished before it can grow. All the 
publicity that had been done for a 
number of years is starting to pay 
off. Let's hope with all the increased 
advertising square dancing will be 
healthy and grow in the future." 

Many of us are very concerned 
with our poor new dancer retention 
rate, and we are even more upset with 
no easy solution, at least no quick 
solution. — CALLERLAB's goal to 
reduce the size of the Mainstream 
Program is the best solution I have 
seen for a long time. It will work if we 
want it to work. Everybody should 
support  CALLERLAB'S efforts to 
reduce the number of moves in the 
Mainstream Program. Another thing 
that all of us can do is to have our new

dancer programs take as much time as 
needed to get the new dancers to learn 
well the Mainstream Program. Quot- 
ing Jim Mayo, CALLERLAB Chair- 
man, in his Comment column, in the 
December 2001 issue of Northeast 
Square Dancer, “As we start the new 
dancer season let's be sure that we 
offer an open community to those who 
have decided to try our recreation. It's 
not how many calls they can learn each 
week that is important. We want them 
to be a part of our community. Extend 
your hand in welcome." Too often 
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the caller-instructor is working in a 
limited time frame to teach the new 
dancers. This always leads to the 
rush-rush-rush near the end of the new 
dancer program to "get in" thelast few 
moves. We have heard about this 
deficiency from several new dancers - 
they don't like the rush at the end to 
learn the remaining calls. 

One of the tell tale signs of a club 
that is "not going to make it" is when 
they decide to reduce the number of 
dances per month. They decide to

Monday. Often two clubs will join 
together and jointly sponsor a dance. 
But if you read the Northeast Square 
Dancer Magazine regularly you al- 
ready know all this.

Think Spring! The cold months are 
just not for me. Since we've been inside 
from the cold, it’s time to get started on 
new projects, finish the ones we put 
down (getting ready for the holidays) 
and maybe do some mending. This is a 
good time to take inventory of your 
outfits and see how you can add to your 
wardrobe or redo some items. 

When | first started sewing our 
square dance outfits, I always made a 
matching shirt for my husband. Well 
times they are a changing, or maybe 
I'm sewing smarter? I buy several (lots 
of) white shirts for my husband and try 
to always buy the same brand. This 
way I can make yokes from the fabric of 
my outfit without too much trouble. 
From one of the ready made shirts I 
bought, I took off the yoke and used this 
as a pattern for the yoke to be made 
from the fabric of my outfit. Well this 
was just too much work. You have to 
separate the yoke from the sleeve, the 
neck, the shoulder stitching, you get 
the idea. I did just that and believe me 
when I got all the pieces back together, 
it just didn't look exactly neat. So here 
is what works for me. 

Trace the yoke by using wax paper, 
that's right, wax paper! Place the shirt 
on a hard, flat surface, lay the wax 
paper on the shirt, then trace one part 
at a time, using the unopened end of a 
pen. I use a closed feli tip pen. 
Whatever you use, just be careful not 
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to get any ink Р) 


on the shirt. I 
label each piece; left yoke, right yoke, 
ete., and also add the brand of the shirt 
since all shirts are not created equal. 
My husband likes the neck band done, 
so I do the neck too. 

Once you have the pattern, you are 
all set to make matching yokes for your 
partners shirts. The wax paper has a 
tendency to pick up every little mark so 
be sure to retrace this onto heavier 
paper. Brown wrapping paper works 
great. Now all you have to do is make 
the yoke from the pattern and you are 
ready with a quick matching shirt to 
your outfit. I sew the yoke on top of the 
existing shirt, not bothering to remove 
the original yoke. You can machine 
baste the yoke on the shirt for quick 
changes. This is what is done for most 
of our outfits and works great for our 
holiday outfits. It just didn't seem 
reasonable to me to have a once a year 
shirt (next to my once a year outfit) 
hanging in the closet. You can take the 
yoke off and keep it with your outfit, so 
when the time comes to dress up all you 
have to do is baste on a yoke. This is 
easier if you sew the yoke all together 
as one piece, instead of the three 
pieces, pieced together. You can serge 
the edges with a decorative thread and 
this works as a little something extra 
on an otherwise humdrum shirt. Make 
him look SPIFFY too!

Now for a few tips. Be sure to take 
any dark colored yoke off a white shirt 
before washing. This is where the 
basting comes in handy. You don't 
want to ruin a nice white shirt if the 
fabric on the yoke might bleed. 1 still 
pre-wash all my fabric before sewing 
but sometimes there will still be that 
Murphy's Law thing and a surprise 
color shows up on something. Be sure 
to wash the yoke when you are 
washing your matching outfit, this 
way, if any fading is going to occur, it 
will happen to both fabries and you 
won't have your outfit just a shade 
different than his yoke. 

I have traced several yoke patterns 
from different manufacturers of square 
dance shirts and can tell you they don't 
mix and mingle well. Check to make 
sure that the shirts all have the same 
style back yoke. Some have a double 
point in the back while others have just 
one. Be sure to mark the pattern with 
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the brand name and size. It's a good 
thing to keep these patterns in a zip 
lock plastic bag since they are small 
pieces. Be sure (о shop around for 
these shirts. Sometimes at the state 
and national conventions, vendors will 
have a two for one price on plain shirts. 
The matching yoke can be placed on 
any ready made shirt of any color that 
will coordinate with vour outfit, not 
just a white shirt. You just have to have 
your eyes open for the perfect match 
that will compliment your outfit. 

It is always nice to have a matching 
shirt for your partner. Even if you don't 
do your own sewing, you can still have 
amatching yoke made when your outfit 
is sewn for vou. Then you can have 
matching outfits ready in a jiffy with 
some simple hand basting. Remember 
that sewing is fun, not some time- 
consuming chore and anytime 1 can 
find a short cut that works, ГЇЇ use it!

Can We Do It? 


On Sunday, March 3, the New 
England CO-Operation Committee 
was presented with the basic infor- 
mation regarding the National Square 
Dance Convention (NSDC). Armed 
with this information, a representa- 
tive of EDSARDA, NECCA and 
NECORTA, left with a full copy of the 
detail sheets regarding the bid 
process for the NSDC, Everyone was 
asked to discuss these requirements 
with their various member groups 
and return to the June meeting with 
a recommendation. 

First and foremost; in our opinion, 
to be successful in bringing the 
NSDC here, the effort has to include 
all New England dancers, callers and 
cuers. This cannot be a one state - one 
association effort, again, in our 
opinion. It also has to be recognized 
that there will be a lot of work 
involved in this effort but we have 
had large and successful conventions 


in New England since the late 50's. 
There are many people active in 
square and round dancing who have 
been involved with the intimacies of 
putting on a convention. 

Now that you know these facts, we 
suggest you make your feelings 
known at the club and association 
levels so that your representatives 
can go back to the June CO-OP 
meeting prepared to make a recom- 
mendation. Be aware that there will 
be financial requirements to be 
covered as well and if this is a co- 
operative effort, all three associations 
will be required to help in this area. 

If you've read this far, then you 
know our position. For this to be a 
successful effort, EDSARDA, NECCA 
and NECORTA will need to give a 
"thumbs up" to back the effort to 
place a bid in June 2003 to bring the 
National Square Dance Convention 
to New England in 2007.

Yona's Note: This easy little floor pattern is so old it's origins have been lost 
or else it has been reinvented so often that no one can say for sure who first 
devised it. | am sure you recognize the roots of The Teras Freeze and Electric 
Slide. It is incorporated in many other dances as well. It is a good beginning 
line dance and a good frame for adding on to create do-it-yourself line dances.

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In my January column 1 encouraged 
callers to explore the potential of non- 
dancer parties. For many callers this is 
scary. As I have reduced the amount of 
calling I am doing I find that 1 have 
more time available to do this kind of 
square dance. As I do them I am also 
remembering why it was that I started 
calling in the first place. 

When 1 began in 1949, modern 
square dancing was unknown in New 
England. In those days we used a 
vocabulary of a dozen calls and we 
usually called for folks who were not 
experienced dancers. | found that I 
enjoyed calling because it let me help a 
group of people to have a good time. 

Now as | do more of these parties I 
lind that square dancing is still a 
wonderful way for people to have a 
good time together. When they are new 
to square dancing I teach them nearly 
everything they need to know in the 
first half hour and then ] spend the rest 
of the night calling changing dance 
routines using those few calls. That's 
what modern square dancing is - 
changing dance routines using calls 
that the dancers know. 

At some of the parties I have called 
І have had modern club dancers - or 
former club dancers - present. Some of 
them have told me as they were leaving 
that they had forgotten how much fun it 
was to dance without worrying about 
making it through the dance routines. 

I don't know what the future holds for 
modern club square dancing. Our re- 
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Milestone Award 52 
search suggests that we have made it too 
complicated to hold any appeal for the 
busy folks in today's society. It is true that 
we don't have to make it that complicated 
to have most of the things we like about it. 
Ed Gilmore once pointed out to me that 
there were really only four actions in 
square dancing. We can go past each 
other or go around each other either with 
or without touching (hands) as we do it. 

When I teach a group of non- 
dancers to do the first few calls 1 have 
many ways of doing those four actions 
available, Beyond that the biggest 
difference is how many of those actions 
we put together and give names to. It is 
true that when the dance routines are 
simpler the feel of dancing becomes 
more important. But it's also true that 
when the dancers don't have to solve 
complicated puzzles as they move they 
can pay more attention to how their 
movement fits the music. 

I believe there is à huge group of 
people out there who would love to 
square dance if we would only make it 
available to them. To join any club now a 
uew dancer must commit an evening a 
week for a whole school year. That 
exposes them to the calls they must 
know if they want to dance at all. And we 
all know that they won't really be able to 
dance full evenings until they have spent 
another school year learning the Plus 
calls and becoming comfortable with 
the Mainstream vocabulary.

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ACTION NEEDED, NOT WORDS

In June, 2001 representatives of 
CALLERLAB and the American Call- 
ers Association met "to explore how 
the two organizations could work 
logether to address the problems 
facing square dancing and reverse 
the decline ..." 

The representatives agreed to 
form a working group to discuss 
problems in the square dance com- 
munity and possible solutions. Fine. 
They also agreed “... that new 
dancers are too often encouraged to 
move into advaneed dancing pro- 
grams," and that ... “callers should 
encourage new dancers to gain 
experience and confidence with their 
initial square dance program rather 
than recruiting them into additional 
dance programs.” 








This latter point of agreement 
sounds great, but it will not work. 
Why? Because the callers won't do it. 

The statement refers to “ad- 
vanced dancing,” probably both in 
terms of Mainstream dancers moving 
to Plus and Plus dancers moving to 
Advanced. Since many dancers in the 
U.S. graduate from class at the Plus 
program (undesirable, but that's the 
way it is), let's look at moving from 
Plus to Advanced. 

Now the statement is wonderful. 
Over the past 20 years we would be 
hard-pressed to find any ealler who 
would disagree with it. But there-in 
lies the problem: callers will readily 
pay lip service to the statement and 
ignore it in actual practice. 

How do we know this? Because most

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callers will admit amyone to an Advanced 
class. They will ignore the experience 
and the abilities of the dancers in order 
to add bodies to a class. 

Callers will quieklv respond: "Oh, 
but I tell people a requirement is that 
they have experience and be comfort- 
able with the Plus calls and even print 
this on the flyer advertising the class.” 

Forget it! Daneers ignore such 
statements, because most dancers 
think they are better than they are. So 
they say: “1 meet that requirement 
easilv," no matter what their ability. 

What is the solution? Callers must 
sereen their Advanced classes, to be 
certain that dancers meet the admis- 
sion requirements, Those who don't 
meet the requirements аге not 
admitted. Likewise, dancers should 
be told the first night: “If after one 
month I don't think you belong in this 
eass, 1 will ask you to leave. If you 
feel you could not psychologically 
handle my saying this to you, then it 
would be best if you do not return 
next week.” 

Callers respond; “Whoa! І could 
never risk offending dancers by 
telling them they can not take an 
Advanced class or by asking them to 
leave.” They will also say privately to 
themselves: “I need as many dancers 
in Advanced class as | can get, 
because that gets me more money.” 

So we see how cullers can pay lip 


service to the joint statement and then 
refuse to do what is necessary to 
implement it. 

Advanced class is a “privilege” - it 
is not a "right." But most dancers do 
not think this way. They feel 
everything is their "right" as long as 
they are willing to pay for it. When 
callers admit anyone who has money 
to an Advanced class, or refuse to tell 
people in a class that they need to 
leave beeause they can not handle 
the material, the callers are agreeing 
with the dancers that Advanced class 
is a “right.” 

One final note. Some callers will say: 
“] need lots of people in the Advanced 
class in order to pay the hall rent, so I 
cant screen people for ability,” My 
response: “Then don't have the class. 
This activity is not worth hurting just to 
cover hall rent so you can have one 
more night of calling." 

In conclusion, the joint 
CALLERLAB/ACA statement is won- 
derful, and all callers will pay lip 
service to it. But it has not worked for 
20 years, so there is no reason to think 
it will work now. As long as callers do 
not do what is necessary to implement 
it by sereening dancers for Advanced 
class, as long as they agree with 
dancers who feel Advanced class is a 
“right” instead of a “privilege,” then 
the joint statement will simply be 
empty words on paper.

As 1 was beginning a sewing project it 
came to me that I really break a lot of 
sewing rules. Not that sewing has a lot of 
rules...just that | don’t always do it the 
conventional way. Some of the things that 
I do and don't do I'll pass on here.......... 

Very, very seldom do I use the guide 
sheet? Oh, I'll look at it to see in what 
order the project is put together in or to 
get a general idea as to what to expect. 
Maybe even to see how the fabric is laid 
out for cutting...but I don't go step by 
step. This is so strange to me since | 
am always telling “the Smartest Man" 
to read the directions whenever he 
(we) get a new gadget to put together. 

I don't cut away the excess pattern 
tissue from the pattern. This takes 
time!!!! Oh, yes and remember to cut 
away the entire black line on the 
pattern......... this is how the pattern 
will fit together...... not black line to 
black, but, piece to piece. 

I do foliow the suggested fabric 
given on the pattern........after all, 
these are the experts. They should 
know what fabric type to use and not 
use. Follow their advice and save 
yourself some heartache. For instance 
if the pattern calls for a drapable fabric 
and you have your heart set on a firmer 
feeling piece.... it just won't be what you 
expected....... I have proof in my closet 
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(don't' tell the Smartest Man.) One is a 
wrap skirt that I thought would have a 
softer feel and hang better after 
washing. ........ boy was I wrong. It kept 
it's shape, too much....... It has a mind 
of it’s own........won't move at all and I 
could almost bet you that it erinkles 
when I bend. 

/ do use fusible interfacing but 
sometimes I've gotten in a hurry and it 
has bubbled on me. When this has 
happened 1 usually take stock on “what 
the heck did I do wrong" and try this 
quick  fix....... press to soften the 
fusible, then gently pull the layers of 
face fabrie and fusible apart. Allow to 
cool and to dry, You won't be able to 
repress, but the fusible interfacing will 
now feel like a sewn in one. Be very 
careful how you press the garment if it 
is washable...use a press cloth so the 
heat won't be so intense...you may have 
to repeat this process over again with 
each pressing. Also remember to 
always buy the brand name sold on 
bolts not the precut sold in plastic bags. 
The precut is usually sold for crafts not 
for garments. 

/ do purchase the thread and all the 
notions I expect to use for the piece of 
fabric when I purchase it. Right now I 
must have four or five different shades 
of what I thought was the correct shade

NOTES 


We are sad to report that Joy Hoyt, 
the First Lady of Illinois Square 
Dancing, passed away recently. We got 
to know Joy and Earle quite well 
during our LEGACY years. She was the 
co-founder and the first president of 
the State Council of Illinois Square 
Dance Associations and a past co- 
president of the United Square Danc- 
ers of America (USDA). Our sympathy 
goes to Earle & Joy Ноу family, 

A growing problem has been 
bngving me for some lime now. The 
problem is that some callers who are 
members of the American Callers 
Association. (ACA) are following the 
ACA program list when they call a 
dance instead of the CALLERLAB 
Mainstream list, the list that is 
followed for most new daneer pro- 
grams aeross the eountry. We recently 
attended two dances where this 
experience happened. We told the 
caller that there are new dancers on 
the floor that were not taught “Fan the 
Top,” ete. We also told him “Fan the 
Top” was dropped from the Main- 
stream program by CALLERLAB. Не 
said, “He didn’t know that “Fan the 
Top” was dropped.” 

Several of the new dancers at these 
dances commented, “We don't know 
what "Fan the Top" is; we were not 
taught that call in our class." They had 
that look of confusion and frustration. 
Experiences like this is what drives new 
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BERNIE COULTHURST 







dancers away from square dancing. 

If your new dancers were taught the 
CALLERLAB Mainstream list in your 
new dancer program, we suggest that 
you change your contract language so 
that the callers you hire to call at your 
club dances call the CALLERLAB 
Mainstream list with no exceptions. If 
a caller refuses to abide by your 
contract, we suggest you don't hire 
that caller anymore, 

Cal Campbell, a member of the 
CALLERLAB Board of Governors did 
an independent survey on his own 
recently. His data was obtained from 
over 175 callers and dancers by e-mail, 
postal mail and telephone. The infor- 
mal survey was conducted from 
December 2001 through January 2002. 
He set a goal of contacting two or more 
individuals in each state. He was 
successful in contacting individuals in 
all states except Alaska. He was only 
able te contact one individual in three 
States - South Dakota, New Hampshire 
and West Virginia. In. many states 
several people responded. The high 
was eight people from Alabama. 

His report is broken down into 
three sections. His first section as- 
sessed the square dance situation by 
broad geographie groupings. His pur- 
pose was two-fold: “1) To show where 
Mainstream dances exist to provide 
places for people graduating from 
Mainstream lesson programs to dance. 
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2) To show where Mainstream dancing 
is no longer a viable option for 
graduates from Mainstream lessons. 

The second section contains some 
observations that came from sponta- 
neous comments by the people who 
chose to respond to my inquiry. It 
reflects opinions from the heart of the 
people who responded. 

The third section contains his 
speculations on the progress of how 
Modern Western Square Dancing 
(MWSD) has moved from a program that 
was once almost universal in content to 
the widely disparate situation we see 
today. Quoting Cal, "From this I think we 
can make some predietions about what 
to expect in the future." 

Cal tried to gather opinions from 
callers, (CALLERLAB, ACA and inde- 
pendents) and dancers. Most of the 
returns came from callers because he 
had the greatest access to direct e-mail 
addresses. With the dancers, he had to 
depend on e-mail forums. 

I will report Cal’s findings in this and 
future Club Leadership Notes column. 

“Mainstream Viability” 

Mainstream dancing is a viable 
destination program in the following 
states grouped by geographical region 
of the United States: 

Northwest - 
Oregon, Washington & Idaho 
West & Midwest - 

Nevada (split, Las Vegas is Plus; the 
rest of the state is Mainstream), 
Montana, Wyoming (some cities are 
Plus), Colorado, New Mexico, Texas, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Minnesota, lowa, 
Missouri and Wisconsin. 

East and South - 

Maine, North Carolina, South Caro- 

lina, and Georgia.

Plus tips are featured at most so 
called Mainstream dances, These vary 
from one Plus Tip after the dance at 
some dances to a Plus Tip every other 
tip, As you would expect, the closer the 
clubs are to “Plus Only” areas the 
higher the number of Plus tips during 
the dance. 

I feel it is safe to state that new 
graduates out of Mainstream classes 
would have opportunities to dance at 
the Mainstream level in all these states. 
I hope this puts an end to the 
speculation that Mainstream is no 
longer a viable entry level into 
MWSDing in the United States. The 
Mainstream program is not healthy in 
many states but it is certainly not 
dead." 

More next month on Cal Campbell's 
independent survey. Cal is to be 
commended for his efforts. He recently 
shared his findings with the 
CALLERLAB Board of Governors. He 
wishes to emphasize that his project 
was not an official survey by 
CALLERLAB. The survey was con- 
ducted solely by him for his personal 
knowledge so he could be a more 
effective member of the Board of 
Governors. His survey is the first 
significant project since Dr. Walt 
Cole's research efforts for LEGACY. 
Cal gave us permission to quote his 
final report. If you wish to communi- 
cate directly with Cal Campbell, his e- 
mail acdress is cal@eazy.net.

January 1, 2002. Submission presented by John Swindle, Mainstream Committee 
member from Melbourne, FL. 


Starting Formation: Couple. For instance, parallel lines facing in or out, Two- 
Faced Lines, Static Square, Double Pass Thru, Completed Double Pass Thru, 
back to back couples, couples promenade, Trade By, Eight Chain Thru, etc. 


Arrangement: Standard arrangement is "0" Normal Couple (BG) 


Definitions: The couple, working as a unit, turns around (180 degrees). The left 
hand dancer backs up while the right hand dancer moves forward. The pivot 
point is the handhold between the two dancers. 


Styling: If the dancers are Promenading when WHEEL AROUND is called, 
then they retain their Promenade styling until the call is completed. In all other 
cases, the dancers will join inside hands, men palm up and ladies palm down, 
with the forearms held close together in a locked-in position until the call is 
completed. 


Teaching Hints: Advise dancers they will be facing the wall opposite to their 
beginning position. 


Timing: 4 steps 
Ending Formation: Dependent on starting formation. 


Dance Examples: 
NOTE: The call combination PASS THRU, WHEEL AROUND сап be 
substituted any time for RIGHT AND LEFT THRU. 


Static Square Formation 
Heads (Sides) Right & Left Thru, Heads (Sides) Pass Thru, WHEEL 
AROUND, Flutterwheel, Sweep a Quarter, Slide Thru, Dancers are at home. 


Heads (Sides) Square Thru, Swing Thru, Boys Run, Couples Circulate, Bend the 
Line, Pass Thru, WHEEL AROUND, Pass Thru, Wheel and Deal, Centers 
WHEEL AROUND, Allemande Left. 


Facing Lines of Four Formation 
Pass Thru and WHEEL AROUND (equivalent to Right and Left Thru).

Heinz D. Trost mentioned in one of his 
recent email messages on the "Multiple 
recipients of square-dancing" discussion 
list squaredancing@eclipse.net, as to 
how they recruit new dancers. He said, 
“Here in Germany square dance clubs 
usually try to have a class at least every 
second year. And prior to having a class, 
thev usually put some ads in the local 
newspaper or local advertisement paper.

They ask the bakeries, 
butchers and other small shops in the 
local shopping streets to hang a fiver 
behind their window or the entrance 
area. And usually on those flyers and ads 
they two to three “Open 
Houses (in the USA you name them "fun 
nights.” | think). After the two or three 
Open Houses they usually get alistot3 to 
S people who would like to join the class. 
In rare cases they get 10 to 16 dancers 
who are willing to learn square dancing. 
Then the club and/or the caller decides to 
have a class or noi.” 

Heinz also mentioned that caller Al 
Stevens and his wife started a new 
square dance club in Phorzheim. 
Germany recently. They did some 
interesting marketing that resulted in 
IS new dancers in their new dancer 
program. How did they get these new 
dancers? Heinz D. Trost reported that 
"In the announcements and on the 
flyers they also announced a lottery.

East - New York, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire and West Virginia. 

There is a wide variety of programs 
being used. California and some states 
in the Midwest and East push straight 
through from zero to Plus in one 
marathon session. Other states com- 
plete Mainstream lessons and then 
immediately proceed to Plus lessons. 

Still other areas have Mainstream 
lessons and then spent several months 
adding Plus calls at club dances and 
workshops. Only a few states teach 
Mainstream in one year and Plus the next. 

The only place 1 found strong 
collective support forthe ACA list was in 
Alabama and then only in the northern 
part of the state. In the southern part of 
Alabama they use the CALLERLAB 
lists. I heard from 8 people in Alabama 
and each person had a different view of 
what was going on. 

I found isolated callers who are 
using the ACA list in many states. 
However, their clubs are usually 
unable to dance at association dance 
and state conventions in those states. 
Several callers did confide that the 
Plus dancing in their area was really 
Mainstream with a few selected Plus 
calls added."

Celebrates 30 Years 


On May 3, 2002 the Litchfield 
Swingers will celebrate its 30" Anni- 
versary of dancing. For thirty years in 
а small town in New Hampshire, 
square dancers have learned, danced 
und shared friendship and fellowship. 
The following is a short wandering 
down memory lane as we look at the 
history of the Litchfield Swingers at 
this special time in their history. 

The Litchfield Swingers were 
formed from a class of 26 dancers 
who learned dancing from instruc- 
tprs Walter Shumway and Roger 
Spooner, This class after graduation 
formed the Litchfield Swingers in 
1972. That year there was a class of 
35 dancers. The first dance for the 
club was held on April 13, 1973 with 
25 squares in attendance. 

By 1975 the club was having а dance 
every month. This was the year of the 
first Christmas party, a tradition that 
has continued to the present. 

During the mid-70's, the club began 
a long tradition of holding demonstra- 
tions at publie venues and also as 
entertainment to the elderly at nurs- 
ing homes in the area. These demon- 
strations were always well received 
and were greatly appreciated. Also 
during this time the Litchfield Swing- 
ers began to travel and participate in 
raids and retrievals. 

By 1977 the club was at our current 
location, the Griffin Memorial School in 
Litehfield, NH. Over the twenty-five 
years we owe an enormous debt to all

the principals and other members of 
the school who have supported the 
activities of the club. 

In 1978 Peter Ellis beeame the 
club caller. Our 10^ Anniversary 
Dance was held in 1982. This was a 
very large event with 33 squares 
dancing in two large halls. Michael 
Johnstone and Peter Ellis called and 
Bernie Doyan eued. This dance was 
held with a dinner and a great time 
was had by all. It set the standard for 
all the other anniversary dances that 
have been held since. 

During the 80's, the club gradually 
grew through members joining from 
classes and in 1984 the club added 
Plus dances to the season to support 
the more advanced dancers. Ralph 
Peacock was now our caller. The 15" 
Anniversary dance was held. This was 
the decade that the "Fun Badge Night" 
was created, the "California Raisins" 
appeared at a dance, cloggers regu- 
larly showed up at dances to enter- 
tain, pot luck suppers were held 
mystery rides and other such events 
were common. 

The nineties came and went. Norm 
Poisson became the club caller and 
taught in his usually great style. 
Another anniversary dance was held, 
as well as other great dances with 
large, enthusiastic erowds attending. 
Raids, retrievals and other events 
continued. Toward the end of the 
decade the club hired our first lady 
caller Patty Greene. Patty provided an 
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excellent class and a little different 
perspective to learning the calls. We 
now seemed to have come full cirele. 
Ralph Peacock is again the club caller 
and classes and workshops continue. 
During the thirty years of the 
Litchfield Swingers, hundreds of 
dancers have been taught and have 
developed friendships and have 
enjoyed the activity of square 
dancing. Thousands of people have 
danced at our club dances, As we 
think back on the impact of the club 
in our small community it is truly 
amazing the numbers of people that

His face may not be famous, but the 
faces he drew are unmistakable. Chuck 
Jones died February 22, 2002 at his 
home. He was 89. 

*Chuck Jones idolized Mark Twain, 
thinking him the greatest American 
humorist. If Mark Twain had lived to 








see a Road Runner or Pepe Le Pew cartoon, he might well have returned the 
compliment, because Chuck Jones was a great American humorist, too. He 
was one of the most prolific and distinguished madcaps of the 20" century"

When an idea is presented to a 
group of people and the first comment 
is an “I don't like it...” or a “Yeah, 
maybe .., but .. .” or "I don't know 
whether it'll . . ." or “personally, I like 
it but I don't think George'll ...” or any 
other combination of doubts and / or 
negatives the poor little idea is 
foredoomed to a short and unhappy 
life.

Squashing a new-born idea before 
is has gasped its first breath is 
murder - cold -blooded murder of the 
worst order. 

The pity of it is that a freshly- 
conceived idea - this sweet and dewy 
proof that man is a thinking creature 
- has no defender, Even the father - 
or mother - of an idea has little faith 
in it, tends to be a little ashamed of 
having used his or her brain for 
thinking, will not rise up in fiery-eyed 
wrath Lo defend its innocent defense- 
lessness.

Now 
whatever may be said about these 
cartoon beasts (and many quite 
colorful things are said) one thing is 
certainly true: they do not exist 
outside of the cartoonists mind. 
They are conceived out of thin air 
through the medium of his back- 
ground and ingenuity, and become 
real only when he sets them to paper.

The first step in building a seven 
minute animated cartoon is the basic, 
idea. With Bugs Bunny, these are 
generally what we call “geographic” - 
that is we look for a locale, since the 
basic concept is already established - 
Bugs is minding his own business - 
when somebody attempts to deprive 
him of life and limb, of his home or 
liberty for one of several reasons, 

So the writer or director might 
think “How about Bugs Bunny in

Scotland?” He then toys with it a 
little, finds a logical way to get Bugs 
to Scotland (there is a curious kind of 
logic to these cartoons) and adds a 
couple of situations to feel out the 
possibilities. He then calls together 
the other writers and directors, 
possibly a few animators and the 
production manager, and we have 
what we call a “premise session." 

Now, then. The whole thing could 
die right there. A few negatives, a 
few doubts, even a few too many 
“maybes” could prove to be fatal. To 
combat this we have developed a 
method here - a method I call simply 
^the period of the big yes." 

It is a simple idea really - during 
the first two hours of the premise 
session absolutely no negative com- 
ment is allowed. If vou cannot 
contnbute something constructive 
vou don't say anything. The result 
8 


has been astonishing - and gratifying. 
It has removed the fear of ridicule, 
always so close to the surface in all of 
us. It creates an atmosphere in which 
all of us tend to think with greater 
freedom than we have ever known in 
a group before. 

Simple? Sure, it is. But you have 
to make sacrifices in order to make it 
work; you must relinquish the right 
to criticize; you must learn to pour 
out any suggestion that occurs to you 
in support of the premise, no matter 
what; you must be completely 
generous. You must do all of these 
things for about two hours every ten 
days. It takes devotion to the idea to 
sacrifice the negative even for that 
long. But it pays rich dividends. 

After the two hour period - what 
then? Everybody's free to go back to 
old habits: criticize, negate, judge, 
find fault, carp, cavil or analyze. The 
idea must now stand up and defend

itself. But now it has the strength to 
support itself, it has received 
transfusions of the stuff that enable 
all new ideas to survive. It now has 
bones and muscles and blood. 

All this is very well if you are 
making an animated cartoon but how 
many people are likely to be faced 
with that problem? 

Well, let's take a practical case of a 
square dance club contronted with a 
highly impractical, dreamlike idea 
There were four of us driving to the 
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mountains to the Crosby's square dance 
camp two years ago - you, Bob Osgood - 
Dottie Jones - and me, Chuck Jones. 

"Wouldn't it be fun," Bob said, "to 
takea square dance club to Honolulu 
sometime?" 

"Know something,” I replied, “I 
think thereare too many round dances 
being written. Now I personally . . .” 

“Just a minute,” Dottie said, “about 
that Honolulu bit, Bob, why not ...?" 

“Never work,” I said, “Nobody has 
that much dough. We'd never . . ." 
*My idea," went on Bob, "was to say 
two years from now, set up a club 
saving-plan, put away thirty-five or 
forty dollars a month per couple in 
this savings plan...” 

“It'd be dead before it got 
started,” I said, "Nobody'd listen long 
enough to get the idea.” 

“The period of the ‘Big Yes!” Dottie 
shouted. “Nobody can refuse to go for 
six months, even if it's completely and 
totally impossible for them from the 
very beginning - everyone will still 
pretend that they are going with the 
club to Honolulu in 1958." 

"They'll never, never, never..."I 
started to say as we drove up to a 
stop sign at the main cross-street in 
the town of Lindsay, California. Its 
name is HONOLULU STREET. 

“They'll never, never, never," I 
continued, “be able to resist,” 

I'm not always bright but | am 


superstitious. And that is the way it 
was presented to our Rip ‘n Snort 
square dance club - an average club of 
average income in the 30-50 age 
bracket of average square dancers. 

The response was an immediate 
and happy one of delighted disbelief- 
and yet everybody went along, since 
they had nothing to loose by enjoying 
the impossible for at least six months 
of their lives. 

Of sixty-eight members of Rip ‘n 
Snort in November, 1956, fifty-four 
are embarking on Matsonia for 
Hawaii on the 18" of this month. Not 
only that, it has been a very happy 
and rewarding two years.

Continuing our report of Cal 
Campbell's personal survey of the 
status of Modern Western Square 
Dancing, he said: 

"Several callers mentioned that 
even in states where Plus elubs were in 
the strong majority that islands of 
Mainstream dancing could still be 
found in small towns outside of the 
large metropolitan areas. They also 
pointed out that these Mainstream 
dancers seldom went to festivals and 
special dances. They were pretty much 
self-contained groups. 

“Almost everyone said that the 
dancing was soft Plus, whatever 
that implies. | got the impression 
that this means anything from 
dancing only part of the Plus calls to 
dancing all the Plus calls from only 
very vanilla formations and setups. 

"It appears that the goal of having a 
common level of square dance knowl- 
edge throughout the United States has 
totally collapsed. Instead there seem to 
be numerous variations centered mostly 
around CALLERLAB recommended 
lists, but with local adaptations of 
those lists. Even when the CALLERLAB 
lists are followed in detail, the variance 
in total length of lessons dictate that 
new dancers in different areas of the 
country have extreme differences in 
their education and experience. The 
average dancer seems to be quite 
happy dancing calls from standard 
positions of the Mainstream and

Plus levels. The people who enjoy 
puzzles tend to move onto Advanced 
and Challenge dances. 

“In the process of collecting the 
information several points became 
apparent. There is only one area 
(Northern Wisconsin) that reported 
that Modern Western Square Dancing 
Was experiencing any sort of signifi- 
cant growth. However, | did have 
several Mainstream only clubs in other 
states report a significant growth. No 
Plus elubs or MS/Plus clubs reported 
any growth. The four states that are 
probably doing the best at holding 
their own are Oregon, South Caro- 
lina, Washington and Wisconsin. All 
four have very strong Mainstream 
populations and generally teach the 
longest lessons. The callers seem to 
cooperate well in these four states. 

"Boredom, if it is really there, seems 
to be more related to a minority group of 
dancers who are vocal in their opinions. 

"The great majority of areas where 
Plus is the destination reported 
dancing mostly Plus calls from stan- 
dard positions only. This is generally 
referred to as soft Plus. These same 
areas generally reported that the 
Mainstream dancing is also soft. 

“All states reported difficulty in 
recruiting new dancers. The States 
without a strong Mainstream com- 
ponent reported much more diffi- 
culty in recruiting and particularly 
retaining new dancers. If these 
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states cannot reestablish a Main- 
stream population, 1 suspect this will 
lead to a steep decline of dancers in 
these states as the current population 
ages and stops dancing. 

“Does all this have to happen? Not 
at all. lt is a prediction based on 
current attitudes and conditions. 
There are ways to change it. The 
question is whether there is the 
will to change it.” 

This concludes our condensed 
report of Cal Campbells personal 
survey, He has given his findings to the 
CALLERLAB Board of Governors. We 
hope that Cal's effort will result. in 
positive change as the dancers unite to 
make a difference in our wonderful 
recreational activity called square 
dancing, Cal's complete report will be 
printed in aw future Club 
Leadership Journal HE vou are inter- 
ested in receiving the complete report 
in CLJ, please send us а stamped. self- 
addressed business envelope 

Probably the most often complaint 
we receive is: 780 & So Club scheduled 
a special dance on our club's regular 
dance night. What ean we do about it?" 
In some cases two clubs hired different 
national callers. on the same date 
When this happens, nobody wins! My 
usual answer is that vour area 
association should assign someone to 
keep track of dance dates, especially 
special dance dates, ind then serve the 
clubs as a clearing house BEFORE 
clubs schedule speeial dances. Club 
leaders need to realize that their eIub is 
uot the only club in the area and that 
they need visitors to make a special 


issue ol 


dance a suecess. It is a well known fact 
that clubs that communicate with each 
other and “work” together are more 
successful than those clubs who do 
“their own thing” without consider- 
ation of how their decisions affect 
other clubs. The same goes for yisiting 
dancers - if vou want guests coming to 
your club dances you have to visit other 
clubs. Some areas have а banner 
stealing and retrieving rules that аге 
designed Lo enconrage visiting at club 
dances in the area. Usually a visiting 
club has to have 6elub members attend 
the “hosi” club dance in order to 
“steal” the “host” club banner, Like- 
wise, the club who lost their banner 
needs to have six club members attend 
the “stealing” club's danee to get their 
banner Блек, Rules апа guidelines 
vary from area to areca. We suggest that 
the rules be kept short and simple, the 
KISS method. 

Having area Club of the Month 
Dances ts another way to tel dancers 
circulating! Also the Club of the 
Month program vives the host club a 
real financial boost, one that ts often 
badly needed. 

If your elub or area has ideas that 
work regarding getting dancers cir- 
culating among. other clubs, please 
let us know.

Talk got 
around to the fashion show and the 
sewing clinic. Several suggestions were 
made as to the topics of the sewing clinic 
and | am passing some of these tid-bits 
on to you. 

One more time (You've heard that 
before) with waistbands..... 

If vour waistband gets snug from 
one wearing to another, here's a way to 
use elastic to create a tailored 
“expandable” waistband. 

Measure your waist and add 2" to the 
measurement. Find elastiethat has holes 
in it instead of solid elastic. This type 
stretehes much easier. Measure the 
elastic, if you are using 1" elastic, cut your 
waistband 3-3/8" wide. For every 1/2" 
wider the elastic is you should add air 
inch in the waistband width. Sew the 
waistband to the skirt with right sides 
together using a 5/8" seam allowance. 

Now zip up your zipper and make 
sure it ends at the same spot on either 
side of the waistband. Mark the elastic 
about 2" in from the end, Subtract 3"

from your 
waist meä- 
surement and starting from your mark, 
go the distance of your measurement 
and make a mark at the end. From your 
first mark measure out 1" for the button 
overlap. Then mark a 5/8” seam 
allowance outside the button overlap. 

At the other end, make a mark for 
the 5/8" seam allowance. 

Now take the portion of the elastic 
that is just vour waist measurement 
minus 3" and fold it in hal. Mark it for 
thecenter front. Fold it in half again and 
mark for the side seams. 

Match these marks to the front of 
the garment and the side seams, 
pinning the elastic in place to the skirt. 

Begin stitching the elastic using a 
zigzag stitch and pulling the elastic taut 
as you sew along the skirt’s seam 
allowance. Trim any fabric that goes 
beyond the extension for the button or 
hook. Fold the fabric end of the button 
extension with the right sides together. 
Fold the other end of the fabric with the 
right sides together. On both ends sew a 
line up the waistband and then to create 
a professional look sew a little past the 
zipper and continue stitching up flush 
with the zipper. 

Turn the waistband right side out 
and fold it over the elastic. Topstitch the 
waistband, pulling it tight as you go. 
Finish by adding a button or hook and 
eye to the extension. | like to use the 
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CARTOONIST

panis type of hook and eye, and have 
even used two, one above the other on a 
wide width waistband. 

Several ago we had а 
suggestion for bibs to be used at 
nursing homes for patients to use for 
coverage when cating, Well, as it turns 
out ve had some first hand experience 
with some needs of those in wheel chairs 
and incapacitated in other ways. One 
item needed by every lady in a wheel 
chair is a lap pad, Not just one per 
person but maybe two or three for cach. 
These become soiled and then while it is 
being laundered they are sometimes left 
with skimpy cover-ups or none at all. 
Let's face it we all have some fabric 
scraps around. Some of these are large 
enough tocovera lap. | made several for 
my Mom in a sew-simple way. Cut 2 
pieces of fabric 24" width by 30" length. 
Sew these together on three sides with 
the right sides together. Turn inside out 
and stitch the open end shat. These

don't really need any bating or filling 
inside since it is not used for warmth, 
just for modesty. 

Make sure the fabric you are using is 
washable and colorfast and most 
important of all COLORFUL. When my 
mother's gets soiled on one side we flip it 
overand continue to use it for the rest of 
the day. She now has several so she has 
acleanone for each day. These also ean 
be used to wrap around the shoulders if 
needed. She likes color around lier und 
even on the days when she has on her 
gray sweats, the colorful lap cover adds 
some fashion flair. И you are not 
connected in any way to a nursing 
home, vou might give а local one a call 
and seeif they could use some ofthe bibs 
orlapcovers. You will be surprised how 
something “sew simple" can bring some 
joy to someone confined to a wheel 
chair.

The Board of Governors of 
CALLERLAB has voted NOT to com- 
bine A-1 and A-2 into, a single program. 

The Board released the following 
statement; "The combination of any 
two existing programs would have a 
worldwide impact on Modern Western 
Square Daneing. The Board of Gover- 
nors is responsible for considering the 
effects of potential program policy 
changes within a global perspective to 
ensure that the interests of all 
members of this international organi- 
zation are represented. After lengthy 
diseussion, the Board of Governors 
voted unanimously not to combine the 
А-1 and A-2 programs." 

The Board of Governors is to be 
commended for its decision. Those who 
had wanted to combine the two 
programs said there was no A-1 in their 
area, so go ahead and drop it. 
Fortunately, the Board looked at the 
big pieture, recognized that there are 
many areas in the U.S. and around the 
world where A-1 is alive and well, and 
made the wise decision to leave things 
as they are. 

a * * * t * t * * * 

A caller set up a tidal line of 8, with 





all 4 dancers on one side facing the 
same direction and all 4 dancers on the 
other side facing the opposite diree- 
tion. He called "Bend the Line" and 
wanted the line of 5 to bend in the 
middle, resulting in an ending position 
of facing lines. was he correct? 
Answer: 

No. The problem is we have a line of 
8, but we also have two lines of 4. How 
do we know to which line or lines the 
caller is referring. The answer is that 
we automatically go with lines of 4, 
unless the caller says otherwise. 

The precedent for this comes froma 
tidal wave. If the caller says "Swing 
Thru," each wave of 4 does the call. To 
have the entire wave aet as one unit, the 
caller must say: "Grand Swing Thru." 

Likewise, from à tidal wave, the 
call “Spin the Top” is done on each 
side, not by the entire wave aeting as 
one unit (whieh would be a "Grand 
Spin the Top"). 

So, to have the line of 8 bend in the 
center, the caller must say “Grand 
Bend the Line,” or “Bend the BIG Line,” 
or something to convey that the line of 8 
will work as one line. Otherwise, the 
call “Bend the Line” will be done by 
each group of 4.

Also in the Northeast 
Square Dancer Magazine was the 
announcement by CALLERLAB (Main- 
stream and Plus Reviews Completed) 
that Eight Chain Thru, Fan the Top and 
Spin Chain Thru had been removed 
from the Mainstream list and moved to 
the Plus list. So for the record. Fan the 
Top was not dropped. It has simply 
been moved to Plus. 

This example is erroneous and 
insulting to ACA because it is Inacen- 
rate aud casts dispersions on ACA. The 
truth is that the ACA list is based on 
frequeney of usage. In fact, ACA 
dropped Fan the Top five vears ago in 
1997 primarily because is was called 
very infrequently at dances and contrib- 
uted to breaking down squares, 

The ACA experience has been that 
most callers eall the more frequently 
used movements all of which the 
dancers are able to dance.
